The war- 
rant charged him with playing a cornet on 
the street in violation or an erdinance which 
forbids ‘‘ All persons to go about or remain 
on any street or sidewalk beating any drum 
or tambourine or making any noise with any 
instrument for any purpose whatever.“ 
Garabed was found guilty, fined, and locked 
up.

He Will Be Received as the 
Guest of the Nation. 


GREETING IN CHICAQO. 


Government’s Representatives to 
Meet Him Here, 


* 


ESCORT OF FEDERAL TROOPS. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 18. 

President McKinley has taken action to 
extend a hearty welcome to President Dole 
of Hawall. After consultation with Minister 
Hatch and the Annexation Commissioners 
it was decided that the distinguished guest’s 
official journey should begin at Chicago. 
The wires were set in motion today, so that 
the government might be informed of the 
exact time of his arrival there. The Presi- 
dent at once designated Assistant Secretary 
of State Thomas W. Cridler to represent the 
government, and with him will go Major H. 
O. S. Heistand, Assistant Adjutant General, 
who is really the President’s confidential 
military secretary, and Commander T. 8. 
Phelps of the navy, who has the advantage 
of being personally acquainted with the 
Hawaiian President. 

They will take possession of him at Chi- 
cago and will escort him to Washington as 
the guest of the nation. He will be quartered 
at the Arlington, where Li Hung Chang, the 
Princess Bulalie, and other national guests 
were entertained, and he will be officially 
received at the White House with all the 
honors, besides being given a brilliant state 
dinner and a large reception. 

Commissioner Thurston said today that 
President Dole did not expect to remain in 
Washington for any length of time. He 
has no purpose of staying here until the 
treaty question is decided, and present ar- 
rangements are that his visit will be termi- 
nated at the end of a week at the latest. He 
desires to go to New York and might have 
preferred to go there first in an unofficial 


capacity, but this would not be satisfactry 


to the President, who is a strong believer in 
Hawalian annexation and who desires to 
express that feeling by the warmth of his 
reception to the President of a sister re- 
public which he hopes is to become a part 
of the union. 

The understanding is, although final ar- 
rangements are yet to be made, that the 
troops at Fort Sheridan will be turned out 
when President Dole arrives and will escort 
him to the train for Washington. When he 
reaches this city he will be treated with as 
much ceremony as if he were President of 
France, and from a diplomatic point of view 
will be entitled to take precedence of every 
one here, including the President himself, 
whose guest he becomes. 

Much regret is expressed that President 
Dole should have been detained in quaran- 
tine or subjected to any disagreeable formal-

The first official notice of President 
Dole’s visit was received at the White House 
after he had actually landed at San Fran- 
cisco. The call of Brigadier General Shafter 
was not made by orders from Washington, 
but was heartily commended. 


Senator Morgan’s Speech. 

Senator Morgan occupied the attention of 
the Senate during the entire time of the 
executive session today in the presentation 
of his views on the subject of the annexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands. This was the 
second installment of the Senator’s speech. 

Mr. Morgan predicted that if the United 
States did not take advantage of the prosent 
opportunity to acquire the islands there 
would be war between this country and some 
other power within ten weeks. It was not, 
he said, within the bounds of possibilities, in 
view of the present European competition 
for territory in Asia, that the Hawaiian 
Islands should be allowed to remain inde- 
pendent for any length of time after the 
United States should finally announce their 
determination not to make them a part of 
American territory. 

„Does the Senator from Alabama mean to 
say,” interrupted Senator Pettigrew, that 
the Hawaiian government would voluntarily 
seek the protéction of some other power and 
thus forego the great advantage those isl- 
ands now enjoy in their feciprocity ar- 
rangement with the United States, which re- 
sults in our remitting to them annually not 
less than $6,000,000? ”’ 

To this question Senator Morgan replied 
that the reciprocity treaty had been nego- 
tiated for the purpose of giving this coun- 
try cheap sugar. He said that it had been of 
greater benefit to the United States than it 
had been to Hawall, because it had accom- 
plished its purpose of making cheaper one of 
our great commodities and one of the neces- 
sities of every household. We want, he said, 
not only the sugar from Hawaii, but cheaper 
coffee as well, and that and many other

BROOKHOUSE COLLECTS 25 CENTS A 
LOAD ON PARK LAND. 


Discovery of the Fee System for Out- 
siders Made on the Site Back of the 
Chicage Avenue Pumping Station— 
City Subinspector Insists on Money 
Where the Public Is Invited to 
Place Filling Gratin—Commissioner 
Winston Calls a Halt.

Hitt Refuses to Assure Opportunity for

DEMOCRATS LEAD THE FIGHTING. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—Cuba had a 
hearing in the House today, and for a time 
it looked as if parlimentary precedents 
would be set aside and the Senate resolution 
recognizing the insurgerits as belligerents 
would be attached as a rider to the diplo- 
matic and consular appropriation bill. 

Mr. De Armond, a Missouri Democrat, pre- 
cipitated the issue by offering the resolution 
as an amendment, but a point of order 
against it was sustained. Mr. De Armond 
appealed. He urged the Republicans who 
had professed friendship for the struggling 
Cubans to override the decision of the chair 
as the only chance of securing action on the 
proposition. 

Mr. Bailey, the leader of the minority, and 
other Democrats joined in the appeal. The 
excitement became intense, but the appeals 
of Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the ma- 
jority, as well as other Republican leaders 
to their associates not to join in the pro- 
gram succeeded. 

Mr. Colson (Rep., Ky.) warned his side 
that unless he was soon given an oppor- 
tunity to vote his sentiments on the Cuban 
question he would codjperate in any revolu- 
tionary method to secure action. The Re- 
publican tactics kept to the front the point 
that the minority were seeking to override 
the rules 6f the House, and they got every 
Republican vote, sustaining the chair by a 
vote of 154 to 114.

Mr. De Armond, speaking to the point of 
order, said he fully understood the rules of 
the Heuse, which were designed to suppress, 
when desired, the will of the House.

Should we emulate the 
example of Nero, who fiddled while Rome 
burned, and sit supinely and indifferently 
by when men almost within sight of our 
shores were fighting valorously for princi- 
ples as holy as patriots ever espoused or 
heroes ever defended? He taunted the Re- 
publicans with being subservient to those 
who desired to prevent action on this ques- 
tion. Further inaction, he insisted, was a 
disgrace to American manhood. 


Autonomy Declared a Mockery. 


The autonomy offered by Spain, he de- 
clared, was a revolting mockery, a sham, 
and a delusion. He warned the other side 
that the question could not be evaded or 
dodged; that, with this opportunity before 
them, they could not go back to their con- 
stituents and plead the rules as an excus 
for non-action. 

He was proceeding to denounce the ad- 
ministration for following the example of 
its predecessor in sending out the United 
States navy to hunt down the sympathizers 
with the struggling Cubans, when Mr. Steele 
[Rep., Ind.] and Mr. Hitt both called the 
attention of the chair to the fact that Mr. 
De Armond was not discussing the point of 
order. 

De Armond said if the point of order was 
sustained he declared it was his purpose 
to appeal from the decision of the chair and 
give the House the opportunity to deter- 
mine the question for itself.

Liverpool, Jan. 18.—The Liverpool Cham- 
ber of Commerce gave a banquet tonight to 
the Rt~Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies. Lord Strath- 
cona and Mount Royal was also present. 
Mr. Chamberlain was greeted heartily and 
a special cheer was given for Mrs. Chamber- 
lain, who was with him. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in the course of a vig- 
orous and important speech, referred to the 
great changes in commerce during the last 
twenty years. Since the great powers 
were bitten with the megalomania with 
which the Germans are accustomed to 
taunt us, as if it were our exclusivepeculiar- 
ity, the German Empire has inc od six- 
fold, and the French fourfold, while Eng- 
land,” he said, “ has 8 added a modest 

her colonial empire.”

Attitude Must Be Firm. 


„Looking to the certainty,” he said, that 
we are ikely to be excluded by hostile tariffs 
from any country where the British flag does 

not float, our present policy is to take a very 
firm attitude and to maintain free markets. 
What the foresight of our ancestors has done 
for us in building a great empire we must 
continue to do for our successors, This is 
not the policy of aggression or lawlessness. 
We have a three-fold duty—first, to keep 
what rightly belongs to us; second, in Lord 
Rosebery’s admirable words, to ‘ peg out 
claims for posterity,’, and third, if any one 
tries to rush those claims, gently to prevent 
them. [Laughter and cheers. ] 

Referring to the fact that our sacrifice of 
territory and our general forbearance and 
deference to the sensibilities of our allies 
have only resulted in our being told that we 
are the best hated nation in Europe, he re- 
péated Lord Salisbury's warning. There 
is a limit to this forbearance.“ After a repe-

CHINESE ROB A MISSIONARY. 


Another Case Requiring the Interven- 
tion of German Officials to Have 
Crime Punished. 


Berlin, Jan. 18.—A telegram received here 
from Canton says that a German missionary 
named Homeyer, belonging to the Namjung 
Station, has been robbed and wounded near 
a place called Langthen. The dispatch adds 
that the Chinese Governor on the interven- 
tion of the German Consul at Canton tele- 
graphed orders to take measures neces- 
sary to deal with the matter. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—A cable dis- 
patch has been received at the Chinese lega- 
tion from the Tsung Li Yamén; Pekin, that 
a settlement of the difficulty with Germany 
has been effected. Kiao Chou Bay is to be 
leased, a belt surrounding the bay extend- 
ing 100 li (about thiry miles) to be the boun- 
dary. All the German troops outsidé the 
prescribed limits are to be withdrawn. Two 
of the culprits charged with the murder of 
the missionaries are to be punished witif 
death and the rest with imprisonment. Per- 
mission will be granted for the butiding of 
churches in the Cities of Tsi Ning, Tsao 
Chow Fu, and Chu Yeh, and dwelling-houses 
for the missionaries in the seven places in 
the districts of Tsao Hien and Shan Hien 
will be erected, for which purpose a sum of 
225,000 taels will be allowed. This amount 
is to be taken also as a compensation for the 
killing of the missionaries; The sanction of 
the throne has been obtained to the above 
mode of settlement. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—Oriental mail 
adyices state that Russia is keeping up her 
policy of aggression in Corea: The appoint- 
ment of a new Russian Minister to Corea 
was taken advantage of by the Czar’s gorv-~ 
ernment, First, the military power of Corea 
was assumed; next, the finances of Corea 
brought under its superintendence; then, in 
addition to the coaling station she now pos- 
gesses, Russia is making efforts to obtain 
another on an island opposite Fusan. A 
peninsula in front of Wonsan will also be 
occupied by Russia, when she will make.it 
either a settlement or coaling depot. It is 
also said that Russians are going to be en- 
gaged shortly as customs-house officials, and 
there is to be a great Russo-Corean bank. 

London, Jan. 19.—The Shanghai corre 
spondent of the Daily Mail claims to have 
eminent authority for the statement that 
the Russian Charge d’Affaires has in- 
formed the Tsung-Liyamen that immediate- 
ly the German affair is settled. Russia will 
restore Port Arthur to China and withdraw 
her troops without demanding indemnity. 
In return, however, the correspondent says, 
China must employ Russians exclusively 
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toms and railways. Russia now has three 
war vessels inside and four outside Port 
Arthur, while she has 5,000 troops on shore. 
A special dispatch from Pekin says China 
ig ready to open three new treaty ports, and 
40 agree to an extension of railway into 
¥un-Nen Province, but declines to consent 
to the exclusion of other powers than Eng- 
land from the Yang Tse Kiang Valley.

Patti in Wales 
in 1886. She had been divorced from Louis 
Sebastian Henri de Roger de Cahuzac, Mar- 
quis de Caux.

HIS ASHES THROWN INTO AIR. 


W. E. Wicker of San Francisco Dies, 
His Body Is Cremated, and the 
Dust Scattered. 
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San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—[Special.}— 
The ashes of W. E. Wicker, contracting 
freight agent of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, who died some days ago, were scat- 
tered to the four winds from an Oakland 
ferryboat. Wicker's wife died a few years 
ago, and in accordance with her request the 
body was cremated and her husband threw 
the ashes to the winds. It was the husband’s 
desire that his body should be treated in the 
same manner. Wicker died suddenly a few 
days ago, and, according to instructions, his 
body was cremated. John S. Inglis of the 
Union Pacific, accompanied by a few friends 
of the dead man, took the ashes and boarded 
the Oakland boat. As the ferryboat, with its 
cargo of human souls, plowed the waters of 
the bay slowly the ashes were thrown out 
upon the breezes and carried hither and 
3 in eddies only at last to fall into the 
tide. 

The Coroner’s jury in the case of Joseph H. 
Raeside, the Illinois horseman, rendered its 
verdict last night, and left the case as much 
a mystery as it was atfirst. The jury found 
that Raeside came to his death in an un- 
known manner.

Captain Carter’s Case Not Helped by 
the Testimony of His Assist- 
ant Engineer. 


Savannah, Ga., Jan. 18.—[Special.]—Gath-

There 
had been no change in the construction of 
the mattresses, he said, between the last in- 
spection of Captain Carter and the first in- 
spection of Captain Gillette.

Citizens Raise Money to Fight 
John Minnucciani. 


Mass-Meeting in Adams Street 
Methodist Church. 


PORTER’S NEW RUM FINDING 


Opposition to the saloon of John Minnuc- 
clani, Forty-second avenue and West Van 
Buren street, which is run in violation of the 
local option law, was crystallized last even- 
ing in a mass-meeting t the Adams Street 
Methodist Church. The people assembled 
there decided to reinforce with their dollars 
their protests and their prayers, and gave 
$100 for a fund to be used in carrying on the 
fight against the dramshop. 

The meeting, which was a large one and 
composed of both men and women, was held 
under the auspices of the Law and Order 
committee of the Garfield Park Improve- 
ment club, its chairman, Attorney Charles 
Woodward, presiding. 

A. B. Farwell told of the work done by the 
Hyde Park Protective association during the 
last seven years, assuring the audience that 
the law was all on their side, the Supreme 
Court having sustained the local option 
measure and ruled that annexation to a 
municipality could not rob any territory of 
its character as a local option district. All 
that was needed, he declared, was a con- 
certed demand that the law be enforced.

Inter Ocean Wants the Associated 
Press Restrained from Ousting It 
from Membership. 


The Inter Ocean Publishing company by 
its attorney, Richard Prendergast, filed a bill 
in the Circuit Court last night asking for 
an injunction against the Associated Press to 
prevent that organization frem expelling it 
from membership. The bill is signed by O. 
W. Nixon, President, and William penn 
Nixon, Secretary. It was presented to Judge 
Dunne, who ordered that notice be given the 
defendant at once and set the motion fora 
hearing of the application at 10 a. m. today. 

This action is the result of complaints filed 
by two members of the Associated Press 
with the Board of Directors, that the Inter 
Ocean is violating its contract not to pur- 
chase news from any other association; and 
the court is asked to restrain the defendant 
from expelling the newspaper, as well as 
from refusing to continue giving it news as 
required by contract. 

The complainant states that it received 
notice to appear before the Board of Di- 
rectors tomorrow and defend itself against 
the charges of violation of contract, but al- 
leges that it can only hope to get satisfac- 
tory treatment in a court of law, and for 
that reason prays for the injunction. 

Notice of the suit was served on Melville 
E. Stone, Secretary and general manager 
of the Associated Press, at 7 p. m. at the 
residence of John P. Wilson, attorney for 
the news association.

NEWSPAPERS WIN A VICTORY. 


Big Department Stores Beaten in Their 
Nine Days’ War with Denver 
Publishers. 


Denver, Colo,, Jan. 18.—[Special.]—After 
a fight lasting nine days the advertising de- 
partment stores which attempted to dictate 


conditional surrender this evening. The first 
announcement was made this afternoon by 
evening papers that the price had been 
advanced, and that when new contracts 
would be forthcoming the advertisers would 
be compelled to pay from five to ten cents 
a square more than they had been doing. 
Whether or not this had any bearing on the 
settlement cannot be said, but at 10 o'clock 
this evening the entire force of advertisers 
called at the morning paper offices to de- 
clare their withdrawal from the boycott. 

The lesson of the last ten days is a clear 
demonstration of the value of advertising, 
for during that time the big stores were 
empty, and cierks were employed to scrub 
floors and windows in a vain effort to find 
work to keep them golng during business 
hours. A number of small concerns that 
took advantage of the boycott to begin ad- 
vertising found immediate results, one house 
having to call for the police to keep back 
the crowds, while the large places were 
practically empty.

CLIMAX OF A SENSATION. 


His Wife Is Left in Her Michi- 
gan Avenue Residence. 


STABBING IS REMEMBERED. 


George Middleton, the widely known 
museum and theatrical manager, is reported 
to be now on his way to southern California 
in company with Belle Carmen, actress and 
heroine of two sensational encounters on 
Chicago streets within the last year. : 

Thus ends the third chapter in the Middle- 
ton-Carmen case, and those who are in a 
position to appreciate the situation say 
other chapters will follow. Al y detec- 
tives have been brought into the matter. 

The troubles of the Middleton family, as 
connected with Miss Carmen, date back sev- 
eral months, and were first brought prom- 
inently before the public when Mrs. Frances 
Middleton, wife of George Middleton, admin- 
istered a sound horsewhipping to the actress 
on State street one afternoon last Feb- 
ruary. Jealousy was the excuse, and the 
matter was hushed up. 

Qn the night of Aug. 30 Mrs. Middleton 
again took up arms against Miss Carmen. 
This time she was armed with a more deadly 
weapon than a cowhide. In the folds of 
her dregs the wife concealed a dagger, and 
patiently waited in the shadow of a building 
at Clark and Adams streets for the appear- 
ance of her husband and the woman who is 
alleged to have won his affections. Two 
bicyclists soon appeared and dismounted, 
and the waiting woman recognized one as 
her husband, the other as her rival, Belle 
Carmen. Without a word of warning the 
wife rushed upon the actress, and slashed her 
face and head repeatedly with the dagger. 
Terrified, the actress fell unconscious to the 
sidewalk, where she might have been killed 
had not several citizens interfered. Mrs. 
Middleton was arrested, tried in a police 
court, and held over to the Criminal Court 
for trial. Belle Carmen suffered, or is al- 
leged to have suffered, for many weeks from 
her wounds. 


Reconciliation Secured. 


Middleton and his wife had separated a few 
weeks before the stabbing affray, but when 
the matter became public and the wife, who 
had long suffered neglect, was found to be 
facing a prison sentence, the friends of the 
theatrical man used their influence and se- 
cured a reconciliation between wife and hus- 
band. The case in the Criminal Court hung 
fire, but it was generally understood that 
the matter would be dropped. Belle Car- 
men was found to be less dangerously in- 
jured than her press agents had given out, 
and to all appearances the matter had passed 
over. 

Mrs. Middleton in her interviews told of 
her struggles with her husband to keep him 
away from the Carmen woman, how he had 
tried to resist the temptation, and how she 
had humilia herself by begging the act- 
ress to leave him alone. Middleton had 
spent over $25,000 in a few months on the 
actress, the wife alleged. His business af- 
fairs were in a bad way, she said to the po- 
lee at the time of her arrest, but the law 
could do nothing for her. For a few months 
after the reconciliation the Middletons lived 
apparently happy in their home at 3222 
Michigan avenue and the horsewhipping and 
stabbing incidents were nearly forgotten. 


Plays for Sam T. Jack. 

Belle Carmen received much advertising 
and went on the road with one of Sam 
T. Jack’s productions, playing a leading 
part. Early last month, however, it is al- 
leged that Middleton again began meeting 
her, and a few weeks ago he is said to have 
made a trip to St. Louis, where she was per- 
forming, to visit her. Again, a few days 
later, he met her at Louisville, and per- 
suaded her to return with him to Chicago. 
Since that time the pair have remained to- 
gether and the wife has lived alone in the 
Michigan avenue home. 

After her return to Chicago Belle Carmen 
took up her residence with her mother, Mrs. 
Browne, at 1592 West Madison street, and 
Middleton is said to have been almost con- 
stantly at that place. Mrs. Middleton again 
endeavored to win back her husband and 
is said to have made threats of invoking the 
law to her aid. 

Yesterday Belle Carmen and George Mid- 
dieton started for California, Or at least 
gave out that such was their destination. 
They are known to have purchased tickets 
over the Santa Fé route. Several friends 
went to the train with them and as far as 
is known they are now speeding across the 
continent. 

Mrs. Middleton was averse to talking on 
the subject of her husband’s sudden de- 
parture last evening, but stated she did not 
know where he had gone or when he would 
return. 

J understand he has gone out West, and 
that is all I know about it,“ she said. 

It is expected the indictments against Mrs. 
Middleton growing out of the stabbing affair 
will be quashed before many days.

To us the Indian situation is inexplicable, Mil- 
lions of people, most of them extremely poor, have 
for years invested all their savings in ver. 
These accumulations a few years ago were worth 
1,000 millions of Aollars and more. Today they 
are worth less than half that sum. By the closing 
of the Indian mints and the artificial gold value 
given to silyer India is at a great disadvantage 
with the neighboring countries. 

England stopped the free coinage of sil- 
ver in India nearly five years ago, when it 
was sinking rapidly in value. Since then 
the value of the rupee has not depreciated. 
It has appreciated somewhat. Silver bull- 
ion, however, has continued to decline dur- 
ing all that period, and has fallen nearly 30 
per cent in value. That has taken place not 
merely in India, but in all parts of the 
world. Had the Indian mints been kept 
open that decline would not have been 
checked much. If they were reopened now 
the value of silyer bullion would not ad- 
vance materially and only for a short time. 

But because the mints were closed in 
1803 the rupee is worth now 16 pence in 
gold, whereas with the mints open it would 
not have been worth over 10 or 12 pence.

TIME FOR ACTION HAS ARRIVED. 

The drift of events towards a final crisis 
in the Cuban contest is urmistakable. Be- 
set by financial difficulties of the most 
formidable character at home, the Spanish 
government is brought face to face with 
a practical rebellion against its policy at 
the only point on the island where it can 
be said to have maintained its authority 
without interruption during the progress 
of the ingurrection, For a week past the 
seat of war has been practically trans- 
ferred from the provinces to Havana it- 
self, where the authorities have been com- 
pelled to retain u strong, force of troops to 
suppress the tendencies to insurrection on 
the part of the volunteers and the populace 
who have heretofore been relied upon to 
support the government.

Food feeling prevailed generally. President

the miners. 

The only hint of bad feeling came from 
the operators of Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
who are quarreling over the differential be- 
tween the two States. The Illinois operators 
do not agree on all points, but they stick 
together in the contention that the miners 
scale is fully four cents too high in Illinois. 
The Illinois miners refuse to discuss the 
scale at present, but they show no signs 
of yielding even a fraction of a cent. 

The Joint Scale committee may be ready 
to make a partial report to the convention 
today.

“There is a steady improvement in the 
finances of the country; the premium on 
gold is steadily lessening, and a feeling of 
confidence in the future is beginning to as- 
sert itself. The only unfavorable feature 
has been the partial crop failure, owing to 
the visitation of locusts, but the general 
prospects are unquestionably bright. It is 
a wonderful country, and is destined to 
play a large part in the future grain and 
meat markets of the world, possessing, as it 
does, an almost unlimited capacity in the 
way of production of these two commodi- 
ties. England, Franee, and Germany se- 
cure the greater part of its trade—the United 
States not doing as much as might be ex- 
pected. 

“There is, too, a general commercial 
quickening throughout the whole South 
American continent which would be much 
greater if it was not for the lack of confi- 
dence in the present political conditions. 
This is the one great drawback to the in- 
vestment of outside capital there.“ 


WASTE IN THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 


Commissioner Harlow Gives an Esti- 
mate of the Loss Owing to Lax- 
ity in the Departments. 


Washington, D. C.. Jan. 18.—Civil Service 
Commissioner John B. Harlow was before 
the Senate Civil Service Investigating com- 
mittee today and presented some interesting 
statements in reply mainly to questions sub- 
mitted by Senator Elkins. 

He that if all the government em- 
ployés in this city were required to w. the 
full seven hours a day, as required by law, it 
would mean a gain of 4,500 extra hours a day 
with a saving approximately ct over $800,000 
a year for clerk hire.

In every city of importance in the United 
States the bakers are organized the 
crusade has been taken up with vigor.. The 
plan of operation is as unique and original 
as it is universal. Members of the union 
have been detailed to make a ough 
house to house canvass of each city to warn 
the people against buying the goods of the 
“trust” and urging the use of only such 
bakers’ goods as are sold under the label of 
the union. Bach housewife is to be given a 
copy of the union label and a list of the 
union bake shops in her vicinity, as well as 
a list of the firms doing business under the 
management of the trust. All will be re- 


‘quested to avoid the goods of the trust 


wherever sold and to spread the news of 
the boycott among the neighbors. 

In Chicago the fight has been begun by the 
local union with headquarters at 105 Wells 
street. August Nuber has charge of the 
campaign here. He says the union men will 
be approached first. He has secured the 
roster of members of every local union in 
Chicago, a list of 100,000 names. A commit- 
tee of forty men is now canvassing and call- 
ing at the house of each union man to dis- 
tribute copies of the union label and liter- 
ature setting forth the charges against the 
trust. 

In a general way the bakers are conducting 
their fight in Chicago on the basis of a plea 
for better sanitary conditions tn the bake- 
shops. They say certain bakeries and 
cracker manufacturing es hments are 
conducted on principles d. rous to public 
health. They assert that the union label 
on bakery products is a guarantee that they 
are manufactured under proper sanitary 
conditions. They also appeal to the working 
people to support organised labor as a matter 
of principle. 

The primary grievance of the bakers’ 
union against the trust is based on the 
claim that the m of the concern are 
avowed enemies of organized laber. Sev- 
eral instances are quoted in which the trust 
has purchased plants which always have 
been run with union.men and immediately 
have re the old employés with cheap 
labor. The Anchor Cracker compan f 
Cincinati recently changed 
purchase was immediately followed by the 
discharge of every union man in the estab- 
lishment. The full force of non-union men 
was employed. The local labor organiza- 
tions demanded that the upion men be rein- 
stated and were refused. 


President Gompers of the American Feder- | 


ation of Labor appealed to the Executive 
board of the federation and that body im- 
mediately indorsed the boycott and pledged 
its moral and financial rt to ald the 
bakers in fighting the trust. A meeting was 
called in New York and the present plan 
of campaign decided upon.

Having the System in Charge En- 
couraged by the Showing—Clothing 
Bought and Rent Paid with Some of 
the Money Taken Out—Thirty-one 
Open Bank Accounts, 


Chicago children who have patronized the 
penny savings system introduced by the 
Civic federation last year have deposited 
stamps worth $19,750: They have with- 
drawn $2,270, ieaving a balance on deposit 
when the committee in charge made its first 
report of $17,480. This takes the enterprise 
up to the closing of the books for 1897, on 
Dec. 31. The report was made yesterday. 

As a result of the new system thirty-one 
children have been induced to open regular 
savings accounts in a Chicago bank, and 
this encourages the committee to believe 
that the thrifty habit will be extended. 

The Rev. G. H. Bud, in charge of the 
South Chicago branch, and Professor O. J. 
Millikens of the Fallon School both make 
especially encouraging reports, saying that 
young stamp-buyers have not only bought 
school books with their deposits, but clothes, 
and even paid rent. Professor Millikens is 
anxious to introduce the system into thé 
public schools, but as yet the Board of Edu- 
cation has not been persuaded to recognize 
the plan.

They were given 
a suggestion of the unpleasant possibilities 
which might follow such operations yester- 
day. The May-July difference was narrowed 
over a cent and July wheat was put up with 
a rush, while May wheat was relatively easy. 
The buying of July wheat was a feature 
throughout the day. The people who are 
satisfied with pit reasons saw in the July 
advance a scarcity of Southwestern shorts, 
caused by Leiter's brokers selling May and 
buying July wheat.. Allen-Grier undoubted- 
ly bought wheat for St. Louis account; but 
the Leiter people admitted that they had 
changed Over a big line of wheat. 

On the other hand, the people who look be- 
low the surface for considerations saw in the 
relative advance of July wheat a change 
of sentiment regarding the Argentine and 
Indian crop prospects. The Broomhall dis- 
patch telling of too much rain in the Ar- 
gentine and too little in India for the best 
results gave a suggestion of the influences 
at work in relieving the depression of all 
the foreign markets. A belief that the Ar- 
gentine offerings are to be only moderate 
would be naturally reflected in the local 
market in the deferred delivery.. This would 
be particularly the case, as the July dis- 
count has been a result of apprehension that 
the Argentine offerings would interfere with 
the marketing of the American wheat sur- 
plus, Paris was fractionally lower both on 
flower and wheat futures, but Antwerp was 
12% centimes higher, and Liverpool closed 
with spot wheat up % to 1d and futures up 
% to %d. The available supply showed a de- 
crease of 1,981,000 bu, the American decrease 
being considerably larger than that shown 
in the official visible Monday. Exports were 
fair at 427,000 bu, or considerably more than 
the primary receipts. The Northwestern re- 
ceipts were again heavy at 850 cars, aguinst 
378 a week ago and 268 a year ago. Local 
receipts were 63 cars. The local market 
was quiet without any particular features, 
The speculative trade was rather heavier 
than it has been for some little time, but 
chiefly in the way of covering sales of July 
wheat. The strong cables opened the market 
up with May wheat at call price. The open- 
ing and closing figures were about the same.

They Decide to Put the Formal Hear- 
ing Off One Week—Accused Declares 
the Allegations to Be a “Pack of 
Lies "—Lawrence Kennedy of Rock- 
ford Will Be a Witness—Dean Mat- 
ter of Secondary Importance—Jo- 
seph L. Ball is Expelied.

The case against Robert Lindblom was 
advanced one step in the Board of Trade 
directory yesterday, but was not put on 
trial. The charges, which are said to cover. 
some twenty-five or thirty counts, general 
and specific, were read, but the hearing of 
the case was put off for one week. 

The directors had a trial case on hand 
which lasted until nearly 6 o'clock. It was 
the one against Joseph L. Ball and resulted 
in expulsion. ‘The complainant was the 
same as in a previous case, which resulted in 
Mr. Ball's suspension for a term of ten 
years. The complainant is a resident of 
Victor, Ia., and is said to be a Methodist 
minister, a banker, and a justice of the 


peace. The loss he claims in the transaction 


on which the charge of uncommercial con- 
duct was made, was $400. 

The ante-room of the directors’ room was 
filled all the afternoon with the people who 

will figure in the Lindblom case as wit- 
nesses. The charges were read, but Prest- 
dent Carter refused absolutely to discuss 
them. Evidently the cases have been care- 
fully prepared, as they cover more than a 
score of points on which discipline might be 


secured. 


It was intimated that the connection with 
E. S. Dean & Co. would cut but little igure 
in the hearing before the directory. If this 


is the case, the trade generally may have } 


some surprises in store for it when the out- 
come of the hearing is known.

Lawrence Kennedy a Witness. 


One of the witnesses against Lindblom will 
be Lawrence Kennedy of Rockford, III., an 
engineer on the Northwestern railroad and 
a man of speculative tendencies. His opera- 
tions date back considerably over a year ago, 
prior to which time Mr. Kennedy did his 
trading direct with the Chicago house. In 
1897, however, a broker's office was opened in 
Rockford by W. C. Crolious, who represented 
himself as an agent of Mr. Lindblom. The 
sign on Crolious’ office door announced, ac- 
cording to Mr. Kennedy, that the occupant 
was “correspondent of Robert Lindblom. 


‘Considering that it would be much more con- 


venient for him to do his speculating through | 
an office in his home town than through the 


Chicago establishment, Mr. Kennedy says 


he placed an order with Crolious for trans- 
— to the Chicago house to buy wheat in| 
the way of closing a deal on the short 
side of the market, in which there was a 
profit of some $1,600.

The substitute! prepared by Mr. Sherman 
of New York follows the general lines of 
the original bill, with some additional feat- 
ures. It places a penalty on railroad offi- 


plan was to hold fhe corporations liable, but 
the new provision extends the liability to 
the officials, making them liable as for a 
misdemeanor, with fine or imprisonment on 
conviction. A new paragraph is inserted in 
section 2 making it unlawful for General 
Passenger Agents to supply tickets to other 
than authorized ticket agents.

New Tork. ‘Jan. 18,—The contest for the 
control of the Seattle, Lake Shore and East- 
ern railway bonds, now in progress in Wall 
street, is the sharpest fight of the kind that 
has occurred in several years in the finan- 
cial district.

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SWENIE IS EAGER FOR LIGHT

Chief Swenie of the Fire department has 
come to the conclusion that there have been 
enough mysterious fires in the city for the 
time being and he has determined to investi- 
gate several of them. He is not at all satis- 
fied with the fire in the Walker Building on 
Monday morning, which did $200,000 dam- 
age and threatened for a time to burn a con- 
siderable portion of the wholesale business 
district. 

Fire Inspector Cohway would also Uke 
to know, and yesterday he subpoenaed all 
the occupants of the building to appear be- 
fore him today and fell all they know about 
the probable origin of the blaze. Inspector 
Conway will conduct the investigation in the 
ante-room of the Chief's office. 

“I don’t say there is anything criminal 
about that fire,” said Chief Swenie, but 
there are things about it which I do not 
understand and I want some light shed, if 
possible. The fire started on the third floor. 
As far as I have been able to learn there 
4 no reasonable origin for the blaze. I 

elieve that we could have knocked the fire 
out quick, but there was so much smoke 
which was beaten down to the ground that 
we could not see ten feet away. So we 
virtually fought in the dark. We got into 
every floor with our lines, but it was un- 
satisfactory work at the best. Of course it 
is nothing new to investigate a big fire. 
Wherever the circumstances are suspicious 
or the loss is heavy we try to get as much 
information as possible for department rec- 
ords. The investigation may not develop 
anything of a criminal character, but there 
will be something of personal satisfaction 
in it. 

„There is getting to be too much of this 
kind of thing. Buildings do not catch on 
fire without a cause, and that cause is 
generally a reasonable one. In the case of 
the Walker Building there is absolutely 
nothing to show why there should have peen 
a fire there. 


Conway Tells of Suspicions. 


1 have no evidence that there was any- 
thing criminal in the origin of the Walker 
Building flre.“ said Inspector Conway. Of 
course there are all kinds of rumors, but they 
amount to nothing more than suspicions. 
We often have reports brought to us that 
such and such a building was purposely set 
on fire by some cheap tenant to get the in- 
surance, but arson is a mighty hard crime to 
prove. They will hang a man on less evi- 
dence than is required to prove that a build- 
ing was criminally set on fire. 

I have asked every person connected with 
the building to appear as witnesses tomor- 
row, and it may be that something will de- 
velop. The circumstances surrounding the 
fire art at least suspicious at this time, and 
an investigation is necessary.“

Several of them called on the Chief 
and insisted that an investigation be begun, 
stating there was absolutely no cause for 
the fire and that the matter be probed to the 
bottom. 

The blaze as far as can be learned started 
on the third floor, occupied by Adams Bros., 
lining manufacturers, and Louis Abt & Co., 
wholesale jewelers. Abt & Co. lose $5,000. 
This firm had been in the building only a few 
days. 


Another Investigation Is Ordered. 


Chief Swenie has ordered an investigation 
of two mysterious fires which occurred with- 


in two hours of each other early in the morn- 


ing at 129, Newberry avenue. The building 
is a two-story frame structure and is owned 
by Morris Rosenberg. The latter’s address 
the police are unable to learn. At midnight 
the department was called to extinguish a 
small blaze in the north end of the building 
which resulted in damaging the place to the 
extent of $25. Just before 2 o’clock another 
alarm was turned in and upon their arrival 
the firemen found the south end of the 
structure in flames. 

The building is unoccupied, and, as no 
signs of incendiarism could be found by the 
firemen, the blaze was accredited to tramps. 
At the instigation of Chief Swenie Fire In- 
spector Conway instituted an investigation 
into the cause of the blaze. The building is 
insured for $3,000 and has been vacant sev- 
eral months.

until I received notice of it from the Metropolitan 
company. It has been customary in such a case 
for the State ordering the investigation to notify | 
the head of the Insurance department in the State | 
in which the company is located. In this case 
this was not done. Common courtesy demanded 
it, but this didn’t seem to count.“ 

On Saturday Mr. Thornton visited the Metropol- 
itan company’s offices and informed the Vice 
President that he had been deputed by Insurance 
Superintendent Van Cleave of Illinois to begin an 
investigation of the market value of the securities 
held by the company, and it might be necessary 
for him to employ some brokers in valuing the 
securities. He was told the Metropolitan would 
await an official communication from Superin- 
tendent Van Cleave. This notice came yesterday 
and was an extraordinry missive, inasmuch as it 
authorized Mr. Thornton to have full sway. 

Yesterday afternoon counsel for several of the 
companies and a number ef officials pointed out 
that if the Superintendent of the Illinois @epart- 
ment should begin to investigate the $2,000,000 
of securities held by the five leading companies 
of New York the cost would be a big item 
to the policy-holders, and that if each other State 
would follow suit there would be a tremendous 
shrinkage in assets and a disturbance of values 
and business that would affect all the life insur- 
ance companies.
